The Together Plan, with an objective of 
organizing 209 new units, will be launched 
at McCormick Place on October 2, at a des- 
sert meeting starting at 7:29 p.m. 

“The idea of meeting for dessert,” ac- 
cording to Robert M. Buddington, chairman, 
“is to bring together the largest number of 
prospective unit sponsors and organizers 
at the least possible expense to the indi- 
vidual and to allow as much time as possi- 
ble for planning the actual organization of 
their units.” 

The theme for the Together Plan, “A 
Boy Can’t Be a Scout Without a Troop,” 
points up the need for the organization of 
many new Scout units. Mr. Buddington 
pointed out that this was especially im- 
portant in light of the mammoth Adventure 
Roundup.

The Council Training Committee is in- 
augurating a new program at the Valley 
View Training Center to aid new troops in 
their first camping experience. Under ideal 
conditions and using the patrol method 
with proper equipment and expert help, 
the program features skills necessary to 
conduct a quality troop camping program. 

According to Joseph C. Sibley, Jr., Chair- 
man of the Training Committee, “During 
its organization, a new unit will select a 
date for its ‘First-Nighter’ program and 
make actual reservations for the entire 
troop to spend the weekend at Valley View 
participating in a program under the direc- 
tion of the training committee. 

All the equipment necessary, including 
all the necessary food, will be provided at 
a cost of $2.50 per person for the weekend.
